INTERNAL HEAT OF THIS EARTH.—The 


ncrease of temperature observed ia aboat 
one degreo Fahranheit for every fifteen 
:ards of descent.; In all probability, how- 
iver, tho increase will be found.to be in a 
feometrieal progression as investigation is 
ixtended ; in which case the present crust 
rill bo found to be much thinner than we 
ave calculated it to be. And should this 
)e found to be correct, the igneous theory 
will become a subject of more importance 
c a geological point of view, than we are 
at present disposed to consider it. 
Taking 


,hen, as correct, the present observed rate 
of increase, the-temperature would bo as 
bllows : Water will boil- at the depth of 
8,100 yards. 
There is red heat at the 


depth of seven miles. Gold melts at 21 
miles. "Cast iron,at T-l miles. And at the 
depth of 100 miles there ia a temperature 
equal to the greatest artificial heat yet ob- 
served ; a temperature capable of fusing 
jlatina, porcelain, and indeed every refrac- 
,ory substance we are acquainted wif.h. 
These temperatures are calculated from 
JJuyton Morvean's eorrected scale of Wedg- 
wood's pyrometer, and if we adopt them we 
jnd that the earth is.fluid-at the depth of 
100 miies from the surface; and that even 
n its present state very little more than the 
soil on which we tread ia fit for the habita- 
tion of organized beings.

and Nickles have about forty men busily 
employed in saving their grain and storing 
it in a vessel. 
Such a perfect' picture of 


destruction as that presented by the re- 
mains of the warehouse cannot be imagin- 
ed. 
The crash must have been terrific. 


Timbers that look strong enough to defy 
any pressure, arc shattered into splinters 
and huge bars of iron are twisted up like 
thread. 
The weight must have been enor- 


mous'lo crush the building as it did. The 
wheat can nearly all be saved in a good 
condition except what has been thrown in- 
to tho river. That may be saved and sold 
to brewers or for feeding purposes, at abont 
one fifth its original value. 
What quantity 


has been submerged is not known yet.—

The Emancipation Proclamation. 


It is frequently said that the President's 


proclamation ia a failure—that it has done 
more harm than good. This, we believe, 
is « great mistake, It was not until the 
President had fully committed the govern- 
ment to the policy of emancipation that 
the people of England took position in our 
favor. 
We now hear of immense public 


meetings in that country, all taking enthn- 


. siastic ground for the north. In the speech- 


es and resolutions at these gatherings of 
working men, frequent allusion is made to 
tha proclamation, and this appears to be 
the key note of these popular demonstra- 
tions. With such nnmistakeable evidences 
of public opinion, the government of that 
country will not dare to recognize the rebel 
confederacy, whose corner stone is slavery. 
The proclamation has prevented interven- 
tion on the part of England, and we are 
not without hope of its influence in our fa- 
Tor on the continent, when the people shall 
understand it. 


It was predicted that the proclamation 


would incite the slaves to insurrection and 
indiscriminate massacre. 
Two months 


have now elapsed and no such result has 
followed. The slaves are patient, biding 
their time, waiting, as they say, " for Mas- 
ser Lincoln." 
In regard to faith and pa- 


tience these poor slaves set an example far 
above their masters. 


The enemies of emancipation also assart- 


ed that the southern people would become 
exasperated if the proclamation should be 
issued, but we have the testimony of every 
day's report that the rebels are no more de 
termined now than before, and the Naeh- 
Yiile Union denies positively that any south- 
ern Uaion men. hare become rebels in con- 
•equence of it. " Show us," says the Un- 
ion, " one Union man who has faltered in 
his loyalty in consequence of the emanci- 
pation proclamation. 
We have heard a 


good deal of such, stuff, and demand the 
proof. It ia not true: not one word of it. 
On the contrary, it is an atrocious calumny 
agains a body of men who are not so de- 
praved as to prefer property to country. 
The very warmest advocates of the eman- 
cipation proclamation are large slave-own- 
ers of this state and Alabama; and the 
moat radical letter we have yet seen on this 
subject, we received a short time ago, from 
a large slaveholder of Kentucky." 


The emancipation proclamation is work- 


ing in Europe; amon^ the slaves: and in 
the hearts of the people of this country, 
north and south. It will tear fruit, and 
tht-t very soon, for the regeneration of our 
country and the promotion of an enduring 
peace.

to pay these ' differences' can buy and sell 
millions-of dollars' worth of goKl. 
The 


dealings in gold are done in paper, there- 
fore—the paper of banks, and bankers and 
brokers. 
The dealings of the people are in 


the paper of the United States government, 
which will endure when Wall .street is but 
a memory. The paper of Wall street is se- 
cured by the personal and real property--- 
often amounting to exactly nothing—of; the 
speculators. The paper of the government 
is secured by all tha national property, and 
by the integrity and -honor of'.the^country 
itself.
